SCHOOL REPORT. 


To THE CITIZENS OF BRADFORD :— 


In compliance with the law, the following is respectfully 
submitted as the annual report of your schools: 

The schools, the past year, have exhibited a good degree of 
improvement. ‘The teachers employed have generally had ex- 
perience and acknowledged success, previous to the past 
year; or, if without experience, have been known to us 
as diligent and faithful scholars. The past teaches us that only 

_ such should be employed. ‘The selection of teachers is of the 
' greatest importance to the welfare of our schools, and it 
should be made with due caution, and never without a ful! 
‘knowledge of their experience and qualificatiuns. 
In order for parents to realize the greatest profit from the 
few week’s schooling inthe districts, they should not fail in 
supplementary teaching at home.’ This will encourage and 
interest the scholar. They should teach their children at 
home that itis their duty to cheerfully and willingly obey 
their teacher. They should also frequently visit the school 
and make their interest manifest. Another thing they should 
never do, and that is indulge in the habit of criticising the 
teacher in the presence of the children, insinuating that they 
are wanting in knowledge, in government, and thelike. After 
a school has once commenced, no good results were ever seen to 
‘\ come from exposing the teachers’ weak points, many of which 
may be imaginary. Such a course is very hurtful, and pa- 
rents often do a lasting injury in creating bad habits. of 
thought in their children. Parents should ever be mindful of 
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the fact that they are doing a great injury to the success of 
the school and to their children by allowing them to be irreg- 
ular in their attendance or to absent themselves for the last 
few days of a term, because they do not wish to be present at 
examination. 

Prudential committees have manifested much interest in the 
schools, feeling deeply the responsibility of their position. 
They have in the main employed good teachers. This is right. 
Do uot hire poor teachers because they will teach for a low 
price or because the scholars in your district are not far ad- 
vanced in their studies. Secure the best teachers possible for 
the highest price you can afford to pay. We would suggest 
however, that a little more attention on the part of some, in 
notifying the superintending committee of the opening and 
close of the schools, would be very beneficial, and also that a 
practice of presenting your teachers for examination previous 
to the opening of the schools would better promote the gener- 
al interest of all concerned. 

The scholars have generally manifested a desire for improve- 
inent, and an interest in study. Where this has not been the 
case, the cause may be assigned mainly to previous irregulari- 
ty of attendance, and want of .proper homme influence. 

All persons who have bad experience in teaching children, - 
know the importance of having something by which to dem- 
oustrate whatever they would teach. In most of our schools 
there is too little explanation or familiar illustration of the 
branches that are taught. Much of the instruction is there- 
fore superficial, This is owing in a measure to a want of 
proper means of giving such illustration, bat with a suitable 
apparatus, and proper skill on the part of the teacher, the 
priociples on which the different branches of study are based 
will be better understood. 
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REPORT BY DISTRICTS. 


District No. 1. 


JoHN Hoyt, Prudential Committee. 


Summer and winter terms taught by Miss Belle C. Hoyt. 
This was Miss Hoyt’s first attempt at teaching, yet we think 
she used good judgment in the management of her school. 
This being the largest school in town, the labors of the teach- 
er were very arduous. She seemed to infuse life into her 
classes, and the promptness with which the questions were 
answered was very satisfactory.
